WASHINGTON, April 18.—(UP) 
America’s woman secretary of labor, 
Miss Frances Perkins, would be given 
virtual dictatorial powers over pro- 
duction, wages and hours of work in 
the nation’s industry and natural re- 
sources under the bill she has framed 
for consideration tomorrow by the 
house labor committee. 

Representing, as it does, President 
Roosevelt's ideas, it constitutes an un- 
precedented social and economic ven- 
ture that surprised even ardent ad- 
vocates of the ‘“‘new deal” at the capi- 
tol as its* provisions became known. 
The control over the industrial do- 
main prescribed in its 10 pages is far 
beyond that in the two-page Black 
five-day week, six-hour day bill pass- 
ed by the senate, which it supple- 
ments, 

Miss Perkins is given power to con- 
trot production as secretary of labor 
in all industries and specified natural 
resources, There is no limit upon her 
authority other than the orders must 
be in the “public welfare.” The means 
is left to her. 

Repeal Power Provided. 

She can repeal, at will, provisions 
| of the anti-trust law which hitherto 
have prevented industries themselves 
| from restricting production by agree- 
/ment in a clause declaring, that her 
' decisions “stand as in law. 
| Boards are set up to supervise fix- 
ing of working hours and wages. Final 
authority, however, is left to the secre- 
tary.of labor. 

The secretary of labor is authorized 
to create regional boards to investi 
gate wage levels which she regards as 
unfair. This board, on which em- 
ployer, employe and the public are 
represented, makes its recommenda- 
tions to the secretary. She then 1s- 
sues a “declaration” order adjusting 
wages. If this fails, the secretary may 
resort to publicity of the controversy 
in the effort to arouse public opinion. 
That failing, she is given power to 
enforce her decisions.

Wheat Touches 67 Cents 
for First Time Since 
February, ’32, as Cotton 
Rises 65 Cents a Bale. 


CHICAGO, April 18.—(”)—East- 
ern speculators furnished the power 


today for a brisk advance in grains 
which carried stocks and cotton high- 
er. Wheat prices went above 65 cents 
for the first time since February, 
1932. 

Wheat was thé star performer, ali 
other grains following the actions of 
the golden cereal closely. Weakness 
appeared in wheat at the outset of 
trading and prices sagged almost a 
cent a bushel below yesterday's fin- 


ish. 

Under. the influence of grains’ 
Strength, ~cotton’ futures advanced 
about 65 cents a bale, while New 
York spot cotton sold up to 6.80 
cents q pound, 

About the middle of the session, 
big buying orders in the grain ex- 
changes came from traders who al- 
ways operate for eastern financial in- 
terests. These orders followed crop 
reports from northern Kansas and 
Nebraska which indicated consider- 
able weather damage to wheat in sec- 
tions which had shown little injury 
to the crop in previous réports. 

The eastern buying was also en- 
couraged by a sharp advance in ex- | 
change rates on the British pound. 

The demand soon spread to the 
other pits and all grains advanced 
smartly. The September delivery of 
wheat reached the highest price of 
the year near the close, 65 1-2 cents 
a bushel, and retained much of this 
gain at the finish. 

Cash wheat sold at the highest ler- 
els since early in 1932 when a car- 
load of No. 2 red brougnat 67 cents 
a bushel. 

Rye and barley, ordinarily quiet 
performers, scored sharp advances. 

At the finish, wheat was 1 1-2 to 
2 cents a bushel higher than the close 
yesterday, with corn 1-2 to 3-4 cent

p.

Treasury Seeks To Pump 
Available Cash Into In- 
dustry To Meet Increas- 
ing Need for Credit.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—(/)— 
The administration tonight called in 
the federal reserve bank governors to 


stimulate exchange of currency and 
reached out for command of the growe- 
ing campaign for inflation. 

Calling off temporarily the drive 
on Capitol Hill for money expansion, 
the president determined to make ex- 
isting credit facilities more effective 
as he began discussion of other “re- 
flation” proposals. 

In announcing the conference here 
tomorrow of the governors of the 12 
federal reserve banks, Secretary 
Woodin made it clear that he was 
looking primarily for means of put- 
ting into operation the idle currency 
now available to the banks and the 
freeing of four or five billion dollars 
locked up in closed institutions. 

There is a conviction at the treas- 
ury that the demiand for capital is in- 
creasing and commodity prices im- 
proving but that something must be 
dote to pump the millions of availe 
able new currency through the banks 
to industry. 

Door Not Slammed. 

The door was not slammed at the 
White House to inflationary steps but 
it was emphasized there that no spe- 
cifie administration measure has been 
drafted. High administration leaders 
also hinted quite strongly that there 
is no thought of forthright currency 
inflation. ) 
_ As for the related silver problem, 
it is the intention of President Roose 
yelt to work this out through an in- 
ternational treaty or treaties in the 
forthcoming world economic discuse 
sions. He feels world action is necese- 
sary on the subject of bimetallism. 

With approximately two billion dole 
lars of new currency available under 
the recently enacted banking law, the 
banks had called for only $31.652,381 
up to April 15. Only five federal re- 
serve districts had used any of this 
new currency—New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Cleveland and St. Louis. 

Directing this available money into. 
the fields of industry and commerce 
is what Secretary Woodin hopes ta 
find how to do in conference with the 
governors. 

The second big problem, he concedes, 
is the loosening ofthe four or five 
billion dollars still tied up in closed 
banks. He is optimistic of progress itt 
this direction, but is making no pre- 
dictions. 

_ The president was reported as keep- 
ing an open mind on other “reflation”

At today’s meeting the committee 
decided to include provision for ad- 
mitting mutual savings and Morris 
Plan banks to the federal reserve sys- 


These 
institutions, 


‘about $10,000,000,000, have been ex- | 
cluded by state laws from subscrib- | 
‘ing to stock in the reserve banks as 


other members do. 
The completed bill is based upon the 
(;lass bank bill of last session, which 


was designed chiefly to curb the use 
of federal reserve credit for specula- 


tion. 
Virtually all major points in that 
bill have been retained including a re- 


quirement that national banks divorce | 


security affiliates and a provision for 
branch banking by national banks only 
in states which permit state banks to 


‘have branches. 


Several important ‘additions have 
including a_ prohibition 
against interlocking directorates be- 
tween banks and industrial corpora- 
tions and against payment of inte¥est 
on demand deposits. 

The latter feature is expected to 
compensate the banks to a large ex- 
tent for the advances they will have 
to make to the deposit insurance fund.

Favor for legislation to put a license 
on beer was expressed today by Mayor

War Exemption for Members 
Asked by Church at Valdosta 


VALDOSTA, Ga., April 18.—(?)— 
The Valdosta Church of Christ made 
public a resolution today, expressing 
unalterably opposition to war and 
asking immunity for its members from 
service in the army and navy in times 
of warfare. 

The resolution said the congregation, 
like the Society of Friends, regards 
war as a “deadly enemy of humanity,” 
and requested that its members be 
classified with the Quakers as ‘“‘con- 
scientious objectors” as grounds for 
exemption from military service. 

Assurance was given that the church 
would not permit persons other than 


certified members to use it as a means 
of securing immunity. 


In event of war involving the Unit- 
ed States, the members said they would 
offer their services as non-combatants 


and would “serve in any manner to 
help mitigate the horrors and suffer- 
ing of mortal combat.” 

Scripture was cited as the basis for 
the resolution. One clause said ‘God's 
law, as given from Mount Sanai, ex- 
plicity commands ‘Thou shalt not 

Rey. A. B. Lipscomb, pastor, said 
every member of the church voted fa- 
vorably on the resolution and express- 
ed the belief “that this movement will 
spread through every church of Christ 
in the land.”

Only recently, it became known to- 
day, he was given a-first-hand report 
on the progress of the. campaign and 
the elaborate plans that have been 
drafted for constructing a modern 
fireproof structure on the foundation 
to take the place of the old building 
now housing most of its operations. 
Cason Callaway, of LaGrange, head 
of the special committeé named to 
raise the fund in Georgia, called at 
the White House the other day and 
spent some time discussing the sit- 
uation with the chief executive. 

Particularly was the president 
pleased to learn from Mr. Callaway 
that some $50,000, or half of the ul- 
timate goal, has already been pledged 
by public-spirited cittzens of the state.

effort to preven’ the spread of infec- 
tious disease, 

If everybody knew as much as 
doctors and nurses know about this 
subject. no one would have any fear 
of leprosy. smallpox, diphtheria, men- 
ingitis, tuberculosis, infantile paraly- 
sis when a case occurs or is suspected | 
to exist in the community. 

If the general laitv knew as much 
as surgeons, physicians and nurses 
know about the healing process, sep- 
ticemia (acute bicod poisoning) and 
less formidable but paiuful and serious 
enough complications, setbacks, delays 
and consequences of injury would be 
far less frequent than they are at | 
present. 

It is upon the principle of asepsis 
that all first aid treatment of wounds 
is based. Success in the first aid and 
after-treatment of any wound, minor 
or major, depends upon this bit of

Jurist 
Succumbs to Stroke at 
Club in Hub City 


PASSES 


BOSTON, April 18.—()—Judz> 
Webster Thayer, presiding justice of 


the Sacco-Vanzetti trial, died tonight 


at the University Club after a brief 
illness. He was 75 

Judge Thayer suffered a stroke at 
the club Friday and his condition was 
so serious he was not able to be 
moved. Mrs. Bertha Thayer, his wife, 
was with him since he was taken ill. 


Webster Thayer came into inter- 
national fame as the presiding judge 
in one of the most celebrated cases 
in American jurisprudence—the trial 


for murder of Nicola Sacco and Bar- 


'tolomeo Vanzetti. 


Almost from the time the case was 
started in 1920 until the anarchists 
were electrocuted seven years later 
Thayer was the storm center of a 
controversy that became worldwide in 
scope. 

His conduct of the trial brought 
widespread praise, on the one hand. 
and abuse on the other. The condem- 


‘nation of the prisoners was followed 


by outbreaks in many parts of Europe 
and South America, and Thayer's own 
home in Worcester was demolished by 
a bomb in 1932. The judge escaped 
death, but his wife and maid were 
slightly injured in the blast. 

Webster Thayer was born in Black- 
7, 1857. He attended 
Worcester Academy and later Dart- 
mouth College. , 

Governor Samuel W. McCall ap- 
pointed him to the’ superior court 
bench in 1917.

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Unity of Government Is Urged 
By P.-T. A. As Economy Measure

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 18.—Del- 
egates numbering 275 members of the 
Georgia Congress Parents and Teach- 
ers, assembled in convention here, in- 
dorsed a resolution this afternoon in 


which they will petition the legisla- 
tive branch of the state government 
te create a commission that wil 
consolidate local governments § and 
save millions to the taxpayers of the 
state. 

The resolution requests such money 
saved shall be used for recreational 
and educational programs within the 
state, beginning with the kindergar- 
ten. 

The delegates went on record of 
pledging themselves to continue to 
carry out a program in education, be- 
ginning with the kindergarten chil- 
dren and continuing throughout the 
university system. The _ resolution 
stated in part that such a program 
will prepare the children of this state 
for the right physical, mental and so- 
cial development. 

The resolution also urged that parks 
and playgrounds and all wholesome 
means of recreation be forever en- 
couraged. 

Speakers on today’s program 
stressed the fact that the children of 
Georgia should not suffer from educa- 
tional opportunities due to the pres- 
ent economic conditions. 

The delegates voted to await the 
indorsement of a resolution submitted 
by Mrs. Bruce Carr Jones, of Macon, 
calling upon the organization to work 
for the defeat of any plan that will 
“lessen educational opportunities for 
children of this state by shortening 
the school term, reducing the pres- 
ent educational standards or eliminat- 
ing any achool subjects that contrib- 
ute to the health, 
tional training of 
citizens.’

The final resolution adopted at to- 
day’s session requests that the Geor- 
gia State P.-T. A. request the state 
department of education to secure the 
services of a library supervisor for 
the common schools in Georgia. 

The most forceful address made at 
this morning’s session was that de- 
livered by Miss Niva Pape, of Sa- 
vannah, chairman of school education 
for the Georgia Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. Miss Pape appealed to 
the delegates to assist in demanding 
that every school in Georgia be kept 
open from seven to nine months dur- 
ing each year. She urged the co-oper- 
ation of every woman’s organization 
in this state to be responsible for the 
education of Georgia children. 

Miss Pape emphasized the fact that 
the Parent-Teacher Association is not 
in politics but that all parents and 
teachers should urge their legislators 
to demand an appropriation sufficient 
for the education of the children of 
this state. She made a plea for the 
parents and teachers to lead in a 
movement in educating the public of 
the importance for education of Geor- 
gia childhood. 

Dr. W. A. Sutton, of Atlanta, was 
a speaker at today’s session, and he, 
too, emphasized the “Children First” 
theme which is,marking this twentieth 
annual convention of Georgia parents 
and teachers.

all my friends. Sometimes I feel that 
I married the wrong man, My home 
has never been what I wanted it to be 
and all my air castles have crumbled 
into dust. 1 am a disappointed, dis- 
illusioned woman, old before my time. 
DISAPPOINTED. 


Answer: You have certainly been 


abused, not only by your husband 
but by your children. The daugh- 


. ter who was party to the dumping 


of the grandchildren on you is more 
culpable than your husband. A 
man never knows fully what is in- 
volved in the rearing of little chil- 
dren. He never gets a full picture 
of all the petty cares and the worry- 
some details of having little ones 
around. He comes home at night 
when they are ready to go to bed 
and goes out in the morning before 
they become cross and fretful. He 
sees their neat costumes yet doesn't 
realize the stiches required to make 
them, nor the labor necessary to 
keep them washed and ironed, But 
the daughter who bore them, the 
daughter whose responsibility they 
are, or ought to be, does know what 
it takes of time and work and nerv- 
ous energy to look after their phys- 
-jcal and moral welfare and she is a 
thankless ingrate to dump them on 
her mother who has already reared 
some of her own children and has 
others not yet grown still under 
her roof. 

I would advise vou to call that 
daughter in and tell her to state of 
your mind and nerves, tell her that 
she should help you to the extent of 
taking her own children, or at least 
to the extent of putting the alimony 
money into your hands, If she is at all 
reasonable she will see what a terri- 
ble thing she has done in imposing 
this burden on you and she will see 
to it that the children’s money goes 
to provide you with a servant to do 
the heavy work if indeed she doesn't 
relieve you of the children.

Before one of these tragedies takes 
place in your life take steps to pre- 
vent it by being firm in your demands 
upon your daughter. Seek out your old 
friends and leave the house every week 
even if you have to leave beds un- 
made and the dishes unwashed, even 


‘if your clothes are shabby and your 
'interest in going out dulled by this 
fact, Soon you will find that you are 


in a state of mind to build new air 
castles, though the old ones have 
erumbled and you will find that life 
is just as good as ever it was. The 
enjoyment of it however depends on 
the individual’s ability to appropriate 
a share of it.

RULE CHANGE PLAN) 22 


Strategic Step Is Taken to 
Safeguard Remainder of 
Roosevelt Program. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(UP) 
A rampant insurgent bloc tonight 
forced house democratic chieftains to 
abandon their bold attempt to amend 
the chamber'’s rules to give virtually 
absolute power to the leadership. 

The sudden decision was announced 
by Majority Leader Joseph Byrns, 
who said the proposed changes in the 
rules “would not be pressed at 
present.” 

The geen eseg veteran 
scribed the action as*“a strategic re- 
treat made in the interests of com- 


plete party harmony. From other 
sources it was learned that te titular 
leadership feared the devastating ef- 
fects of a real revolt on the remainder 
of President Reosevelt’s législative 
program. 

It was believed a wide-open split, 
already threatened over the question 
of “liberal” versus “gag” rules, might 
seriously imperil chances of such vital 
legislation as farm relief, unemploy- 
ment aid and banking reform. 

The leadership’s startling reversal 
of policy followed a wild democratic 


rump caucus in which speaker after 
speaker denounced the changes. 

They predicted the return cf “czar- 
ism” and decried “rubber stamping” 
of bills. Currency inflationists led 
the attack, holding their cause would 
be endangered if the rules were tight- 
ened to give greater control to the 
leadership. 

Chief target of attaek, and alsv the 
major change proposed, was virtual 
abolition of the so-called “liberal com- 
mittee discharge rule’—a_ technical 
but vital portion of house procedure 
which has mote than once stirred 
rumblings of real revolt. Many a 
great house leader has crashed to de- 
feat on the little-understood question 
of “liberal rules.”

Run at Boston Today 


The dogs of all nations will be on display today at Boston 
agg pair of unusually sturdy dogs is entered from Georgia

This dog show is not connected with the A. K. C. in any 
- fashion. Asa matter of fact the dogs are not actually on dis- 
play. But there are no dogs in the world who can stand the 
Strain to which the dogs will be subjected at Boston today. 

The event is the annual American marathon at Boston, the 
most famous marathon in the world, the Olympic marathon 
alone excepted. There are more than 200 entries in the mara- 
thon today and all of them have the legs and the dogs. 

They run over a course of 26 miles, 188 yards and they do 
it in a little better than two hours, which is getting along. 

The strain, of course, is on the legs and the dogs. But the 
greatest strain is on the dogs. They must pound up and down 
on the pavements for the full distance. 

It is nothing to see a runner run the toe nails right off his 
dogs. When Joie Ray, the middle dis- 
tance runner who turned marathon run- 
ner, ran in the 1928 Olympics, he had 
run his toe nails off in the trials. And 
so Mike Chambers, who was training 
them, made some ,toe nails from ad- 
hesive tape and Joie Ray came pounding 
on in to finish in the money. The synthetic toe nails had stood 
the strain. 

Ray Miller, the California boy who was in such poor health 
as a kid that he started running to get it back, is the Tech boy 
who will subject his dogs to the Boston pavements today. He 
ran in two marathons last year, one the Olympic trials in Cali- 
fornia. And he finished both of them. Finishing is no mean 
feat. But Miller finished 21st at Baltimore and 11th at Los 
Angeles. | 

There are more than 200 in the Boston marathon today. 
And Miller is the lone representative from the south. 

The great Finns are there—Willie Kyronen, Karl Koski, 
Dave Fagerlund, Hugo Kauppinen and others—scions of the 
hardy nation which has supplied us with most of the great dis- 
tance runners.

Miller’s first marathon was run a year ago at Tech. His 
route was over a.course laid out from Tech to the waterworks. 
It was a cold, raw day. His legs were covered with a grease 
to keep them warm.

Covering 26 miles, 188 yards at a fast clip is something 
which challenges the imagination. Coach 
W. A. Alexander and | rode behind him 
in a car. The figures mounted slowly 
on the speedometer. Yet he ran on. 
Those of us who puff when running for 
a car or climbing steps can hardly grasp 


this accomplishment. 
Once, when he neared the 20-mile mark, the muscles of one 


leg cramped. He wanted to quit. Mike Chambers ran out and 
struck him across the back with a towel, startling him out of it. 
He ran on, getting a bit of warm soup at the controls, getting 
tea, or a bit of orange juice. 

There is no race that gets the imagination like the mara- 
thon. It is based on the great run which a Greek made from 
the Battle of Marathon to bring the news to Athens that Milti- 
ades and his boys had put the slug on Darius and the Persians. 
This Greek had a great pair of dogs and legs.. But he had pre- 
viously run 100 miles, fought three days and then topped it off 
with the 26-mile run. His heart, or ticker, failed him as he 
gasped out the news. 

Miller, who runs for Tech, is a slight lad, as most distance 
men are. But his dogs and his legs are stronger than the village 
smithy’s. And his ticker hasn’t yet been kicked around by to- 
bacco or other stimulants and is a very strong ticker. 

It is too bad that Mike Chambers could not leave his duties 
at Tech to be there to belt him with a towel when the legs 
cramp. But the boy should do well. He will not win but he 
should finish up there. 

There are no bands or cheering sections for him but no 
Tech team ever faced a harder test than the lad who runs today.

ETHICS OF TRADE’ 


“Speaking on “Ethics of Trade.” 
Oscar Strauss Jr., advertising man- 
ager of Rich’s, Inc., told the members 
of the Lions Club at their luncheon 
meeting at the Henry Grady hotel 
Tuesday what constituted ethics in 
the various departments of a business 
advertising included. 

“You would think it presumptuous 
of me if I told you that only at 
Rich’s could your wife buy her wear- 
ing apparel,” Mr. Strauss said, “but 
equally absurd things had been claimed 
in some of the advertising put out in 
magazines, newspapers and other pub- 
lications in the past three years.” 


Speaking of his own business, Mr. 
Strauss said that a store suffered 
from untruthful advertising, or, what 
was quite as bad_ ethically, blatant 
crudity in advertising. 

Women must be catered to, he add- 
ed, and a good housekeeper would not 
be tempted to buy anything in a store 
if the counters-were dusty, price tags 
dirty, and other evidences of unkempt- 
ness were apparent. 


Salesgirls must be neat, intelligent 
and tactful, deliveries prompt, Mr. 
Strauss declared. Buyers must not 
accept favors in the form of presents 
or entertainment from manufacturers, 
nor should the management of a busi- 
ness antagonize its competitors. Bet- 
ter, Mr. Strauss thought, to overlook 
certain practices which might have 
been done unwittingly by the other 
merchants.
